“ M uch h a s been w ritte n on th e tr e a t­ 
m en t of appendicitis, principally w ith 
refe re n ce to th e question w h eth er, in 
a given case, an operation m u st be 
p e rfo rm e d to sa v e th e life of th e p a ­ 
tient. 
I t w ould d oub tless be a g re a t 
boon if a remedy could be found to 
make aa operation unnecessary. 
Such 
a remedy, it is alleged, h a s been found 
u n d e r th e n a m e of ‘collangol.’ 
Col­ 
langol is a form of p u re silver soluble 
in w ater. 
C hem ical m anip u latio n s for 
re n d e rin g silver, q u ick silv er a n d som e 
o th e r m e ta ls soluble iii w a te r w ere d is­ 
cov ered 
w ith in th e la st few years. 
T h e a n tise p tic p ro p e rty of silv er bas 
long been know n, as, for instance, in 
th e form o f lu n a r caustic, w nieh has 
also been a d m in iste re d intern ally. 
Its 
use, how ever, lias been very lim ited. 
B ased upon th is know ledge, successful 
e x p e rim e n ts h a v e been m a d e by som e 
no ted p h y sic ia n s th ro u g h th e use of 
th e soluble, n on ir rita tin g a n d non-poi- 
sonous silv er in su p p u ra tiv e diseases, 
as, fo r in stan ce, in th e d re a d e d p u e r­ 
peral fev e r a n d o th e r su p p u ra tiv e fe­ 
vers. 
“ Dr. M oosbrugger, of L eu tk lrch , has 
no w u sed collangol iii appendicitis, as 
w ell in te rn a lly 
as ex te rn a lly . 
T h is 
tre a tm e n t, acco rd in g to th e s ta te m e n t 
of th e la st n u m b e r of th e M unich M ed­ 
ical W eekly R eview , h a s yielded e x ­ 
tra o rd in a ry good results. 
W ith in th re e 
or fo u r d a y s a f te r tr e a tm e n t a decided 
im p ro v e m e n t w a s noticeable in incipi­ 
e n t cases. 
In cases w h e re a n inflam ­ 
m atio n of th e peritoneum h ad a lread y 
ta k e n place a c u re w as, how ever, very 
s jovv— o fte n only a f te r w eek s of tr e a t­ 
m e n t both in te rn a lly a n d externally. 
E x c e p tin g tw o very severe cases o u t of 
se v e n ty -tw o w hich cam e u n d e r his ob­ 
se rv a tio n s 
a n d 
tre a tm e n t, all w ere 
cured w ith o u t an y surgical operation. 
H e claim s th a t th is tre a tm e n t is very 
m uch su p e rio r to a n y other, a n d th a t 
he is ju stified in sta tin g th a t every 
case of appendicitis, if early diagnosed, 
be it e v e r so a c u te a n d m align an t, can 
be c u re d w ith collangol w ith o u t reso rt 
to th e knife. 
“ In view of th e o th e rw ise fav o rab le 
ex p erien ce w ith th is rem ed y, it is very 
probable th a t his opinion w ill 
prove 
correct. 
B u t a f te r all it will y e t re­ 
q u ire a g r y it deal of very critical ob­ 
se rv a tio n b efo re it will be sa fe to d is­ 
p en se w ith a tim ely o bserv atio n , w h ich 
is ca p ab le o f s a v in g m a n y lives.

ABOUT FEEDING STUFFS. 
A certain part of every feeding stuff 
in Indigestible and 
passes through 
the body into the dung without do­ 
ing anything to sustain the animal, 
according to the Connecticut experi­ 
m ent station. 
The value of a com­ 
mercial feed rests wholly in th at por­ 
tion of it which the animal can, under 
favorable conditions, digest or appro­ 
priate 
and m ake a 
part of 
itself. 
Some anim als have greater power of 
digestion than others, and the amount 
of 
any ingredient, 
protein, fat 
or 
fiber, digested by a given anim al de­ 
pends much on the proportion of oth­ 
er ingredients which are fed along 
with it. 
Thus, if starchy m atter is 
fed in too large proportion, a con­ 
siderable part of it will pass into 
the dung and be wasted. 
But fed In 
proper fashion over 90 per cent, of it 
may be taken up by the body and 
nourish it. 
A well-managed dairy farm should 
produce all the coarse fodder—in the 
form 
of 
corn fodder, 
or 
stover, 
hay and ensilage—which 
is 
needed 
for the stock, and, excepting under 
unusual conditions, should also sup­ 
ply an abundance of starchy food, such 
as corn meal and in some cases oats 
and barley, for feeding purposes. 
These the farm er should be able to 
produce in abundance. 
But in order to feed them w ithout 
w aste and also to supply a deficiency 
in them it is alm ost always advisable 
or necessary in the absence of clover, 
alfalfa or other leguminous crops, to 
buy feeds rich in digestible protein— 
considerably richer in it than corn­ 
meal. 
Ready mixed feeds, m ade of a num­ 
ber of by-products or factory wastes, 
m ay wisely be let alone, unless the 
buyer can see for himself out of just 
w hat raw m aterial the m ixture is be­ 
ing prepared. 
Low grade, damaged 
corn, shriveled wheat, peanut refuse 
and wheat screenings consisting large 
ly of weed seeds are not infrequently 
found in such feeds by careful ex­ 
amination, but are not easy for the 
buyer himself to recognize.

LIVE STOCK NOTES. 
Sheep are enemies to 
the 
Texas 
fever tick. 
Bran and skim milk are hard to 
beat for m aking pigs grow. 
It is most unwise to neglect young 
stock during bad weather. 
Do not hope for a sow to raise well 
m ore pigs than she has m isg iv in g 
teats. 
Sheep do not like a dark, 
warm 
barn and will not eat well or thrive 
in such a place. 
For 
the 
developm ent 
of 
strong 
lambs let ewes have an abundance of 
exercise daily. 
M aking pea hay on the farm will 
aid the soil and help make sheep 
raising a success. 
Sheep do not need warm quarters, 
but should have plenty of light and a 
lack of m oisture. 
Supply all live stock with an abund­ 
ance of shade. 
Be especially careful 
of this when hogs are concerned. 
For pigs, as for other young stock, 
sufficient exercise to produce good di­ 
gestion will favor rapid development. 
Wood ashes with a little salt in 
them will be helpful to hogs and may 
be placed w here hogs can help them ­ 
selves. 
Live stock is more cheaply produc­ 
ed in the proportion that it is grown 
cm grass. 
Aim to use grain only for 
finishing off. 
In feeding pigs have the troughs 
large enough to let all get to the 
feed a t the sam e time. 
This will 
prevent the weaker ones being shoved 
aside and deprived cf food. 
Those who desire to get into stock 
raising 
and have 
little money 
to 
work with. may well 'Start with hogs, 
since they will produce returns more 
quickly than other kinds of stock. 
Prevent th e ,sows from eating their 
pigs 
by 
beginning two 
or 
three 
m onths before the pigs are born; and 
have the sows in a perfectly healthy 
condition when the pigs come. 
Aim 
at prevention, rather than cure. 


milk a vessel of sufficient size should 
be provided to hold all the cream de­ 
sired for one churning, says the butter 
m aker at Cornell. 
By this method a 
uniform developm ent of acid will take 
place through the whole m ass and 
will also lessen the loss in the butter­ 
milk which usually follows the mix­ 
ture of several lots of cream of diff­ 
erent degrees of acidity. 
Upon the 
addition of any cream to the vessel, 
it should be thoroughly mixed with 
th at already present. 
Usually the addition of from 2 to 5 
per cent, of good flavored sour milk, 
thoroughly mixed with the cream, at 
least twenty-four hours before it is 
desired to churn, and the tem perature 
brought up to as near 75 degrees as 
possible, allowing it to rem ain at this 
tem perature until a slight coagulation 
takes place and a silky or m irror­ 
like appearance is present, will usual­ 
ly increase the ease of churning. The 
tem perature should then be lowered 
to th at point where butter will gath­ 
er in from three-quarters to one and 
one-quarter hours. The churning tem­ 
perature may in extrem e cases be as 
high as 68 to 70 degrees.—National 
F ruit Grower.

A pig, out of a pig, the sire of 
both being pigs, is much weaker in 
vitality and the constitutional vigor 
to withstand disease or hardship than 
the product 
of 
m ature 
parentage, 
hence the advisability of always se­ 
lecting the gilts th at are desired for 
brood sows from the litters of m ature 
sires and dams. 
Swine, and particularly pigs, will 
generally m anage som e way to spill 
the slop in their haste to get the 
feed. 
To prevent this utilize a milk 
can (an old one answ ers the purpose), 
turn it upside down, rem ove the bot­ 
tom, and fasten the neck of can to 
the pig’s trough. 
By 
pouring 
the 
liquid in the reverse opening none 
will h© lost by slopping over on the 
ground and the pigs cannot reach it.

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▲ “DEAD MAN’S” GRAFT. 


Toting Man Sends C. O. D. Packages 
to Persons Lately Deceased—Rel­ 
atives Pay Charges — Irishman 
Takes Advantage of a Dead Cus­ 
tomer — Sharper Makes Money 
with a Trick Tobacco Box—A Prof­ 
itable Apple Graft.

A unique method of money getting 
was once operated by a young 
man 
from a town in Ohio. 
It might have been called a “dead 
man's graft.” 
After securing a lodging place, he I 
announced to the landlady that he was 
handling books, a fair supply of which 
he always kept on hand.

riculture, and various other subjects. 
These books were of the cheapest qual­ 
ity—often second-hand.

The last I saw of this man he was 
stranded and had just started out In 
Chicago, selling gold and silver mining 
stock, on commission.

For a number of years two young 
men traveled together from Toledo, 
who had w-hat they called the * tobacco 
box graft." 
During the summer and fall seasons 
they would visit towns where circuses 
and county fairs were 
held. and al­ 
though they w-ere frequently arrested, 
they managed for years to escape any 
heavy fines or long jail sentences. 
The tobacco box in question was a 
very ingenious affair. It w as made en­ 
tirely of wood, about four inches long, 
and an inch and a half wide, and an 
inch and a half thick, with a slide 
cover. 
It was so arranged that when 
closing the lid and turning the box on 
either side a lead plug would drop into 
a groove which would lock it securely, 
and only those who understood it could 
possibly open it. Then, if one gave the 
box another turn, placing 
the front 
down, the same lead plug would drop 
into still 
another groove, locking i 
still more securely. 
This was the graft: 
The one who 
carried the tobacco box picked his 
man and asked his stranger friend to 
have a chew. Whether he chewed or 
not, the novelty of the thing usually in 
terested him. and naturally enough hi* 
would comment upon it. 
“See here, let me show you some­ 
thing,” said the grafter, turning the 
box on its side and letting the plug drop 
into the stop. “There, now-, you see It I? 
locked.” This the stranger found to be 
true, and that there were no visible 
means of unlocking it. 
But to be u “good fellow,” the grafter 
let him into the secret, and after show­ 
ing him how the box must be turned on 
its side to be locked and turned back 
again to unlock it, he let the stranger Lrj 
it several times, until the latter was con

or farmer whose death was announced 
In any one of th# numerous papers. 
Whenever a doctor had died, he im­ 
mediately sent, C. O. D. by express to 
his name and address, one of his cheap 
medical books, which possibly cost him 
40 or 50 cents, and made the collection 
from $5.50 to $8.50. 
If it were a law­ 
yer or merchant, he sent a book on law 
or merchandizing. 
Of course the express charges fol­ 
lowed, and in most Instances the rela­ 
tives of the deceased did not stop to 


vinced that he understood it well. The 
grafter then explained that he frequent­ 
ly had a great deal of fun. and often 
made a little money out of men who ask 
for a chew of tobacco and who, when 
finding the box locked, were ready to 
bet that it couldn’t be unlocked. 
Having “fixed” his man the graftei 
gave the necessary cue to his pal. who 
sauntered 
along 
and inadvertently

By this time the grafter had locked 
the box with both combinations, one oI

that the book had been subscribed for,

No return address was placed upon 
the package, so in case the C. O. D. 
was not paid the shipper was only out 
the first cost of the book. 
The price was so high, and so many 
of the books were paid for, that the 
grafter’s profits were large. 
A certain traveling man, who had 
made the acquaintance of this young 
grafter, told me that the book graft, 
with all the money there was in it, had 
become too slow for the young man. 
He and some friends had organized a 
rubber plantation scheme, which had 
involved them in a mix-up, and which 
threatened criminal prosecution, and 
probable imprisonment for all. 
This “dead man graft” reminds me 
of the shady transaction of a 
witty 
Irishman, who was a manufacturing 
Jeweler at North Attleboro, Mass. 
He 
found a great deal of pleasure in tell­ 
ing this story, and in his inimitable 
Irish, fashion made it very entertain­ 
ing. 
Among the out-of-date goods in his 
■tock were three or four gross of old­ 
fashioned wide bracelets, a lot of old- 
styled wide necklaces, with large lock­ 
ets, about five gross each of jet ear­ 
drops and breast pins, and 
a 
large 
quantity of other old truck. 
Being a partner in the concern, he 
had taken the precaution to have made 
out a list of all they had on hand. 
In a certain town in Illinois one day 
he called upon one of his old custom­ 
ers, and took his order for a fair-sized 
hill of the latest novelties. 
That evening, while at the hotel, the 
report was circulated that his old cus­ 
tomer had dropped dead

It instantly occurred to the 
witty Irishman that now of all times 
was his opportunity to dispose of his 
eut-of-date goods.

enormous pricey 
knowing well that the bill would he 
discounted by the sons, who would 
naturally continue the business. 
The order was mailed to the house, 
and the goods promptly shipped, and 
the day he reached home a cheek was

jumped to his feet

box in the farm er’s lap. 
“You kain’t bunco me, ser!” he cried 
out. “Not much! I’ve seed one of them 
there things afore. Ef you wanter skin 
some one, you better try and ketch a 
sucker.” 
He then dashed out and made his es­ 
cape. 
Before the poor farmer boy realized 
what was happening, the officer had 
seized the tobacco box and had landed 
him in jail. He remained there three 
days before he recovered sufficiently 
from his fright to be able to explain how 
it happened.

While traveling through southern Il­ 
linois, in the auction business, I ran 
across two men who were making the 
best of an abundant apple crop. The 
graft had to be w’orked during the sea­ 
son for gathering and marketing the 
crop, which made the time very short, 
but the grafters who gave their scheme 
away to me explained that the same 
graft worked nearly the whole summer, 
in potatoes, cherries and many other 
staple crops. 
Just at a time when the apple crop was 
far enough developed to enable the far­ 
mer to make a fair estimate of what he 
might expect, one of these smooth-look­ 
ing. businesslike fellows 
started out 
with a hired horse and buggy. He rep­ 
resented himself as being from a large 
New York fruit concern, and he called 
upon every farmer in the county who 
had a large orchard, agreeing to pay 
fancy prices and contracting for their 
entire apple crop. 
He carried blank contracts, and after 
paying each farmer five dollars, to make 
the contract binding, he would get their 
signature to it, and drive on, leaving his 
name, however, and his address, in case 
any of the farmer’s friends should have 
an apple crop to sell. 
During this grafter’s canvass an ac­ 
complice stared at another town, where 
they could not possibly beseen together. 
When grafter No. I had obtained a 
large number of contracts he went to his 
hotel and grafter No. 2 started out, fol­ 
lowing over his very tracks, also buying 
apples. He represented himself as one 
of a large fruit firm from St. Louis. He 
made no bones of telling the fruit grow­ 
ers that in the country where his firm 
did their biggest business the apple crop 
was a total failure, and after looking 
over the man’s crop he made him an 
offer of from 50 cents to one dollar a bar­ 
rel more than the other man. 
Of course this would arouse the ava­ 
rice of almost any thrifty person, and if 
the farmer was frank enough to ac­ 
knowledge that he had already con­ 
tracted for them Grafter No. 2 suggested 
that perhaps the buyer would release 
him if he had a talk with him.

“If you wish to sell me your crop, I’ll 
give you a written agreement, and a de­ 
posit to bind the bargain, if you don’t 
care to contract to-day, just think the 
matter over, and lf you want to let me 
have it come to my hotel any evening 
and I will close a contract with you.” 
While grafter No. 2 was canvassing, 
grafter No. I was busy at his hotel a1! 
day comp.! mi3ing with the farmers, and 
being governed by the estimate of each 
farmer’s crop, he figured him out of all 
he could get. In instances where the 
grower had immense orchards, grafter 
No. I had usually paid a deposit of not 
l^ss than $25. and in settling with these 
wealthy men he received a considerable 
amount of cash. 
In fact, for two or three weeks, it was 
a harvest of money, and as soon as the 
lambs were all shorn new pastures were 
sought. 
And that was the last the farmers 
would ever see or hear of either one of 
them.

Eighteen persons were tram pled to 
death and fifty more were injured Sun­ 
day evening in a panic following a cry 
of “F ire” in St. Paul’s Colored Baptist 
Church iii Stli street, near G irard ave­ 
nue, 
Philadelphia. 
The 
worshipers 
were on the second floor of the build­ 
ing. and the deaths occurred in the 
crush on the narrow, winding stairs. 
Most of the victims were women and 
children. 
In the height of the paine 
men knocked down and tram pled on 
tile weaker members of the congrega­ 
tion. mothers threw away their bailies 
in order to escape themselves, and all 
their prim itive passions were revealed 
in the wild scramble for safety. 
Scores of the worsh ijiers rushed to 
the north stairw ay, iii which there was 
a sharp turn. 
The struggling persons 
became wedged at the turn, and tile 
railing gave way, precipitating scores 
to the floor below. Others leaped upon 
the prostrate bodies and made their 
way to the street. 
Only one man of 
all those in the congregation perished, 
and he was killed by leaping out of a 
window. 


Small Fire Cause* Panic. 
Tile panic was caused by a small 
blaze in the room below tile church. 
The pastor, Rev. E. W. Johnson, had 
ju st concluded a sermon on tho text, 
“ Why Sit We Here and Die?” and the 
collection was tieing taken, when a 
woman in the front of the church saw 
smoke coming from a crack in tile floor 
near the pulpit and shouted the alarm . 
Instantly the cry was taken up by oth­ 
ers and in a moment the whole congre­ 
gation joined in a rush for the doors. 
The pastor tried in vain to stem the 
tide. 
Ile exhorted his congregation to 
rem ain calm, but to no avail. 
Finally, 
seeing th at lie could do nothing, he led 
a hundred of the worshqiers who heed­ 
ed his advice, to safety by means of a 
rear stairw ay, and not one was in­ 
jured. 
At the front of the church, however, 
the scenes were vastly different. 
Men 
and women tore the clothes from each 
other’s backs as they sought to gain the 
stairs. In the first rush several women 
ami children fell, and over their bodies 
the frantic throng poured, some being 
tripped as they went, and soon the en­ 
tire stairw ay was covered with pros­ 
trate forms. 
It I leonine a case of the 
survival of the strongest. 


It nail qu ick ly Over. 
In spite of the crush on the stairs 
it was only a few moment liefore the 
400 uninjured members of the congre­ 
gation reached the street. 
There the 
excitement prevented any attem pt at 
rescue until the arrival of the firemen 
and polite. 
Women, nearly nude, ran 
about wringing their hands and calling 
for missing loved ones. 
Men, strong 
and willing, lacked the directing brain, 
and stood idly by. 
When the fire departm ent arrived the 
work of rescue liegan. 
In the hallway 
on the first floor lay a heap of bodies, 
I n ju r in g and dead mingled. 
The liv­ 
ing were hurried into ambulances and 
taken to hospitals, and the dead were 
removed to near by morgues. 
On the 
stairw ay, under a heap of bodies, was 
th at of a baby which probably had been 
dropi>ed by its motlier iii her flight. 
On the floor below a 3-year-old boy 
lay dead, his features tram pled beyond 
recognition. 
The injuries of those who had es­ 
caped death showed how frightful the 
struggle for life had been. 
Bones were 
broken and features were battered and 
scratched by heavy boot heels. Finger­ 
m arks showed th at in tile struggle 
those fighting for their lives had not 
heeded the lives of others. 


Fire Quickly Quelled. 
The fire in 
the 
room 
under the 
church was quickly extinguished, and 
did little damage. 
The police investi­ 
gated Hie report that the church was 
overcrowded, but could not substanti­ 
ate it. Tile pastor insisted th at it was 
little more than half filled, and th at 
there was no occasion for anyone being 
injured if the congregation bad re­ 
mained calm.
